Rhineland 
country there was unusual 
activity, 
the signifcance of which was realized 
by the 
inhabitants. 
Cavalry 
regi­ 
ments were given findT field 
equip­ 
ment and log columns of motor lor­ 
ries stood ready 
to vrush 
infantry 
troops to any portion of toe line. 
The same activity 
was 
reported 
from the areas occupied by the French 
and American forces. 
Should the skilled troops he com- 
peled to advance, they will 
generally 
advance straight east of their present 
locations. 
This woiflTl take the Brit­ 
ish through what probably is the rich­ 
est Industrial center of Germany, in­ 
cluding Essen and the famous Krupp 
works. 
The French would strike for 
Frankfort and the thickly 
populated 
districts 
surrounding. 
It is admitted 
that the Americans 
probably would 
have the hardest going should 
there 
be serious resistance, their way lead­ 
ing through a 
region that is mostly 
rural and in places thickly 
wooded 
with hills on every side. . However 
little resistance is expected. 
The German 
civilians 
throughout 
the regions affected have been warned 
that they will suffer no indignities or 
ill treatment so long ar they 
remain 
quietly at their homes or go peacefully 
about their business. 
But sniping and 
resistance to allied troops will 
be 
summarily dealt with.

An interesting piece

about two years ago, when her cloth­ 
ing caught fire from a lamp she was 
lighting. 
When the burns healed the 
skin of one arm began growing to 
the aide from shoulder to elbow. Tho 
operation was performed to loosen 
this growth. 


The annual commencement dinner 
of Antioch college was held in the 
College dining room Wednesday noon, 
several hundred students, 
relatives 
and friends and former graduates of 
the school being present for the af­ 
fair. 
A program of after dinner speeches 
filled the program, Dr, Black, acting 
president of Antioch .serving as toast­ 
master. 
Before 
introducing 
the 
speakers, Dr. Black read from his re­ 
port submitted to the Board of Trus­ 
tees at the meeting Tuesday, pointing 
out that despite the war and other 
drawbacks that the college was stead­ 
ily gaining in the number of 
grad­ 
uates. This gain, he said, w a s'begun 
with the regime of Dr. S. D. Fess, as 
president of the college. 
Dr. Black 
explained that the school had a rosy 
outlook and the promise of better con­ 
ditions, from now on, and lie asked 
that there be no pessimism regarding 
the school. 
Samuel H. Staggers, of the Class 
of 1914, who has since won success 
in petroleum in Tampico, Mexico, was 
introduced next by the 
toastmaster. 
Mr. Staggers just arrived at Antioch 
in time for the dinner. 
In view' of 
the present trouble, Mr. Staggers said 
that there were 5,000 Americans in 
Tampico and they were going to stick. 
Hi* talk was full of the spirit of An­ 
tioch and he finished by saying that 
he w'ould not consider himself a suc­ 
cess until he is able to give $100,000 
to old Antioch. 
Dr. Wm. Marshall, M. D., of the 
class of 1886, and editor of the Anti­ 
ochian at that time, advocated a new 
and active policy for Antioch in se­ 
curing its advancement. 
He said his 
platform was for a new7, young and 
active head of Antioch, and a strong 
advertising campaign. “ There is a 
student in'every house. 
Why, people 
within a few’ miles of Yellow Springs 
never heard of Antioch.” 
In closing 
Dr. Marshall admonished the grad­ 
uates: ‘‘Work, but don’t be too busy 
to answer the call of opportunity.” 
Mr. Elderidge, of Boston, one of 
the early7 graduates of Antioch, was 
mostly reminiscent in his talk of the 
spirit bf bld Antioch. 
Miss Fannie Haynes, of the Cen­ 
tral High School faculty, Xenia, w7as 
also called upon and said a few w7ords 
in tlie interest of Jier alma mater. 


Herman Hamer, president of the 
senior class, and editor in chief of the 
Antiochian was called upon by 
Dr 
Black and gave an interesting taTk 
from the viewpoint of the Seniors. He 
also explained the organization and 
purpose of the 
Students’ 
Publicity 
Association and finished with a ft*Nv 
remarks concerning 
the Antiochian 
Miss 
Florence 
Benson 
of 
the 
1919 Glass was also called upon and 
delivered a brief impromptu talk. 
Dr. S. E. Weaver, whose commence­ 
ment address proved so popular in 
the morning, was again called upon 
by Dr. Black and he responded 
with 
another interesting talk. 
Hon. S. D. Fess, the last speaker 
on the afternoon 
program 
devoted 
some time to speaking of the prob­ 
lems that face the institution.” This

WEIGH CONSEQUENCES 
IF THEE DO HOT SIGN 


After the first passionate outbursts against the allied terms 
I of peace, sentiment within Germany apparently has undergone a 
I change. Correspondents of the International News Service and of 
•Scandinavian papers both at Berlin and at Weimar, where the 
‘ national assembly is considering the peace terms, today reported 
the impression that Germany will sign, whereas dispatches 24 
hours earlier conveyed the opposite impression. 
It is possible that Premier Scheidemann’s words of warning 
that the assembly must take no premature judgment has had a 
moderating effect. 
The Scheid mann-Ebert government appar­ 
ently is weighing carefully the possibility that Germany will be 
plunged into bolshevism and broken up into smaller states if she 
refuses to sign. 
Dispatches from both Zurich and Amsterdam report that 
the German peace delegation, headed by Foreign Minister Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau, unanimously recommended to the government that 
the treaty be rejected. 
This action signifies that lf the govern­ 
ment decides to sign, Kantzau and his colleagues will resign and 
be replaced by a new peace mission, which will sign for Germany 
at Versailles.

Gibson, manager of the Home 
Rule association, in outlining the two 
proposed amendments said they would 
be in comformity with the ideas of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
He also called attention to the fact 
that when the state voted dry there 
were 300,000 Ohio men in the service 
who did not have a chance to vote. 
On the other hand, dry leaders say 
they are perfectly 
willing that the 
soldier vote be cast.
